VWHEREAS, He retired fromthe U S. Steel wire mll after
nearly 30 years of service; in 1962, he joined the Illinois
Secretary of State's office; he retired in 2000 from the

Waukegan facility where he conducted road tests; and

VWHEREAS, In the |late 1960s, he was a nenber of the city's
Human Relations Conm ssion; was a vice president of the
NAACP; the United Steelworkers Union; a nenber of Shiloh
Baptist Church in Wukegan, where he volunteered his tine;
and a long-tinme nenber of the Waukegan |ocal of the Anerican

Feder ati on of Muisi ci ans; and

VWHEREAS, As a jazz drumrer, he played in a band called
the Jazz Brothers, which regularly played in Ml waukee and
Chi cago; his son, Marvin "Smtty" Smth is the drummer of the

Toni ght Show Band; and
